BRUSSELS — The European 
Commission has widened its pro- 
posed retaliation to recent U.S. 
trade legislation to cover the ef- 
fects of the d’ Amato Bill, which 
seeks to quash dealings with Iran 
and Libya. 

A spokesman for the commis- 
sion — the European Union's êX- 
ecutive — confirmèd on Sunday 
that the d'Amato Bill had been 
added lo a list of measures the 
EU was taking to fight the 
Hèlms-Burton Act, Washington’s 
controversial anti-Cuba laws. 

The move is sure to irritate 
Washington officials who had 
hoped a high-profile campaign by 
their envoy Stuart Eizenstat last 
month had put thè transatlantic 
trade row on the back burner until 
after the November U.S. prèsi- 
dential elections. 

The commission spokesman 
said the d’ Amato Bill was adJed

he Governor of Iran’s Central Bank (CBI), Mohsen Nour- 
bakhsh, recently announced that Iran has already paid back 
$15 billion of its total $29.7 billion foreign loans and that the 
remainder will be paid within three years. 

According to Nourbakhsh, the country’s hard currency reserves 
have increased by $2.5 billion over the past six months. jran's 
[repayment of a bit over half of its debts and the increase in its 
foreign currency reserves may be ascribed to the foreign exchange 
regulations introduced by the CBI just a couple of months ago. 

Nevertheless, the CBI officials should bear in mind that liberali- 

zation and globalization of economy will by no means promote the 
economy and further the interests of Iran, which is a developing 
country. As a matter of fact, being overenthusiastic about realizing 
the above objectives, the former CBI governor Mohammad Hossein 
Adeli enforced some foreign exchange regulations which had abso- 
lutely detrimental effect on the country’s economy. 
While Adeli was holding office, the country underwent huge and 
steady outflows, both legal and illegal, of foreign currency. And 
unfortunately, the currency was spent on luxury goods, which were 
imported both legally and illegally, despite the country’s urgent 
need for medicine and a score of other essential commodities. 

It is an established fact that the Islamic Republic of iran cannot 
remain committed to the ideals of the Islamic Revolution in the face 
of plots and conspiracies hatched by global arrogance if it is not 
economically strong enough. Thus, adopting reckless economic 
policies by some officials will definitely undermine the resistance

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Boy Safely Ends 
Pacific Journey 


SAN FRANCISCO, Califomia ~ 


A 14-year-old Japanese boy has . 


ended bis arduous solo sailboat 
journey from Japan to the United 
States, cruising under the Golden 
Gate Bridge and into the record 
books. 

Subaru Takahashi’s 9,600- 
kilometer (6,000 mile) trip began 
July 22 on the coast of 
Yumenoshima in Tokyo Bay. 

He was feared lost at sea after 
his radio equipment broke down in 
mid-August, but those fears were 
proved groundless when the U.S. 
coast guard received a radio report 
from a Canadian man sailing in 
San Francisco Bay whom Taka- 
hashi hailed around 2140 GMT. 

„ A resident of Niigata Prefec- 
ture in central Japan, he is the 
youngest person known {o have 
sailed the Pacific alone. 

Coast guard cullers escorted 
the boy and his malfunctioning 
sailboat to a yacht club in Tiburon. 
Califomia, on the eastem side of 
San Francisco Bay. 

His parents, friends and a me- 
dia throng awaited the young 


mariner. 

After selling sail from 
Yumenoshima,. an arlifîcial island 
built on top of a pile of garbage, 
the boy was plagued by problems 
that included battery and engine 
trouble in his first week out. 

His radio signals were blocked 
by sunspot activity inearly August 
and contact with him was last 
made August 16. 

At thal time, he radioed (hat he 
was 4,464 kilometers (2,790 
miles) west of San Francisco. Me- 
chanical breakdowns bad left him 


LONDON - Relics of a Chinese 
kingdom which vanished 3,000 
years ago, and had long been 
known only from a poem, have 
gone on display at the British 
nuıseum. 

Officials from Beijing say the 
exhibits are the most remarkable 
finds made in the past decade of 
archaeological excavation in 
China. Some of the relics are so 
mysterious that Chinese and 
Westen experts will be arguing 
about them for years to come. 

A bronze figure of a man more 
than seven feet (2.1 meters) tall, as 
well as bronze heads, a bronze 
mask with bulbous eyes and huge 
ears, bronze vessels, fragments of 
trees made of bronze with birds 
perching in them, jades and frag- 
ments of gold are the centerpiece 
of the show, "Mysteries of An- 
çient China: New Discoveries 
from the Early Dynasties". 

The exhibition opened Friday 
and continues througlı January 5. 

The finds from the lost king- 
dom were dug up at Sanxingdui in 
Guanghan n County, Si Sichuan Prov- 
ince, from pits that also held tusks 
of elephants which oncc roamed 
widely in China,

of rewriling our earliest history," 
Chen Lie, archacolo gist and senior 
curalor of the China Cultural Rel- 
ics Pronıotion Cenlcr in Beijing. 
said at a preview of the exhibition,

CHICAGO — Larye numhers of 
parents in the Uniled Slates are 
stomping out of movie theaters and 
turing off TV sets because of overt 
Violence in entertainment, a survey 
said recently. 

“It is clear that the time has 
come to stop this media madnexs, 
and parents across America knw 
it,” said John Nelson, a trustee uf 
the American Medical Association 
which funded the polt. 

The survey fund that 66 percent 
of all adults among the 800 people 
questioned had turned off a TV 
program or left a movie theater 
because of violence on the screen. 
Among parents who were in the 
company of children the turn-off, 
walk-out level was 75 percent. 

The survey also said 68 percent 
of parents want a stronger movie 
rating system, 8l percent want a 
raling system for TV shows and 
computer gameês anl 72 percent 
want one for music. 

“Our kids spend more time to- 
day learning about life through me- 
dia than any other source. We know 
media violence leads to real life 
violence," said Nelson, an obste- 
trician from Salt Lake City who is 
the father of eight. 

*Our children learm by example, 
whether it be from positive role 
models like caring parents, Mr. Ro- 
gers, Michael Jordan or from de- 
structive influences like Mortal 
Kombat, Gangsta Rap, Power 
Rangers and Terminator One and 
Two,” he added.
